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Can Italy, France, Spain's 
Reds ‘civilize’ Communism?

Kamil Winter is an associate 
professor in the department of 
mass communications at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. He was director 
of Czechoslovakia’s Television 
News and Public Affairs at the 
time of “Prague Spring’ (1968) 
and one of the country’s best 
known journalists and foreign 
affairs analysts. 

During the Soviet invasion in 
August 1968, he participated 
prominently in underground 
television and radio broadcasts 
hk 


against it. After the Soviet 


occupation, he left 
Czechoslovakia. 

(He has written and lectured 
extensively on problems of 
Communism and international 
relations, especially those 
relating to information media 
His contributions have been 
published in newspapers, 
magazines and books in several 
countries, and his com- 
mentaries and documentaries 
have been broadcast by the 
British, German, Canadian and 
American radio and Televison 
networks. ) 

For Leonid Brezhnev, mid- 
summer is not a lucky season. 
Nine years ago, Czechoslovakia 
threatened to deny his Com-

munist dogma. 

This year, his Italian, French 
and Spanish comrades are 
making headlines with their 
Party programs, now com- 
monly called “Euro- 
Communism.” 

Italy’s Enric Berlinguer, 
France’s Georges Marchais and 
‘Spain’s Santiago Carillo have 
been leading their respective 
Communist parties away from 
Moscow's control 

Nine years ago, another 
expression was coined to denote 
the first modern attempt to 
civilize Communism 
“Socialism with a Human 
Face’ was the slogan of the 
Czechoslovak Communist 
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reform movement. 

Alexander Dubcek, the 
reformist Party leader, was 
actually the first Euro- 
Communist. Through spring 
1968, the movement blossomed 
—and has since borne the name 
“Prague Spring” — until one 
night, on Aug. 21, 1968, Leonid 
Brezhnev gave the order to half 
a million troops, to his plane 
and tank commanders, to in- 
vade and occupy his ally 
Czechoslovakia and to arrest 
and kidnap to Moscow his 
comrade Alexander Dubcek 

Dubcek was the man whom 
only two weeks earlier he had 
publicly embraced and kissed 
on both cheeks. 

‘And that was the official end 
of the fitst attempt to 
democratize a Communist 
dictatorship. 
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It is tempting to draw a 
parallel between Prague Spring 
of 1968 and Italian, French or 
Spanish Euro-Communism of 
today, although several per- 
tinent arguments may be 
brought against it. 

One being that, after all, 
Czechoslovakia was a member 
of the Warsaw pact — the Soviet 
security system — and had 
adjoining borders with the 
Soviet Union and with most of 
the other invading nations. It 
was also a country that had 
already experienced 20 years of 
a Stalinist dictatorship. 

In these and some other 
points, the situation of the 
Italian, French or Spanish 
Communists is entirely dif- 
ferent. On the other hand, there 
are several common features 
that merit comparison. 
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Czechéslovakia shares a 
civilizational background with 
Italy, France and Spain. It has 
at least an equal, if not deeper, 
rooted tradition of democracy. 

For almost two decades 
between World Wars I and II, 
the Czechoslovak Communists 
had actively experienced and 
participated in functioning 
democratic institutions — a far 
longer period than any one of 
the three West European 
parties. 

Czechoslovakia’s traditional 
concern for human rights and 
liberty was second to none. The 
republic's actual founder and 
first president, Thomas 
Garrigue Masaryk, had been 
one of the most celebrated 
humanists of the century. 

If there is such a thing as a 
junction of communism and 
political democracy, the 
Czechoslovak Communists 
surely had all necessary 
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prerequisites to establish it and 
make it work. 

Unfortunately, the Soviet 
reaction to their attempt to do 
so prevented the world from 
ever finding out. 

The Soviet invasion and oc- 
cupation of Czechoslovakia has 
buried the answer to the 
question, whether — the 
Czechoslovak .Communist 
reform program was indeed 
aiming at the transformation of 
the Communist party into a 
genuinely democratic party in 
the Western sense of the word, 
and whether such a party would 
have indeed been able and 
willing to play according to 
democratic rules in govern- 
ment, as well as in opposition to 


it. 

The Soviet-armed in- 
tervention has deprived the 
world of the benefit of a 
precedent which could have 
helped to shed light on certain 
still unclear aspects of Euro- 
Communism today. 

On the other hand, it. has 
given us some valuable poin- 
ters. For one, it helped con- 
siderably to clarify Soviet at- 
titudes and reactions to the 
modern reform movement. 

Today, the West European 
reform Communists are facing 
the same Leonid Brezhnev who 
nine years ago gave the order to 
crush the Czechoslovak reform 
movement with brute force. 

It is more than unlikely that 
the Brezhnev of 1977 is different 
from the one in 1968. 

At that time, he proclaimed 
the doctrine that the Soviets 
have the right, even the 
obligation, to intervene 
whenever and wherever 
“socialism is being 
threatened,” with all means, 
including armed force. To this 
day, Brezhnev has never 
renounced this doctrine, which 
has even been named after him. 

Czechoslovakia’s case also 
demonstrated what the Soviet 
Communists actually consider 
to be a “threat to socialism.” 

It is, above all, any kind of 
reform that deviates from the 
Soviet Communist model, 
especially if it is proposed by a 
Communist party. 

‘And within that model such 
principles as the “dictatorship 
of the proletariat,” or the 
rejection of the fake facade of 
“bourgeois democracy,” are a 
sacred taboo. 

There can hardly be any 
doubt left as to the real Soviet 
attitude toward Euro- 
Communism today. Only its 
expression may differ, due to 
the different geopolitical cir- 
cumstances. 

But then perhaps it is 
precisely this geopolitical 
dissimilarity that might make 
all. the difference, that will 
enable Berlinguer, Marchais 
and Carillo to succeed where 
Dubcek had failed. 

They cannot be kidnapped 
and brought to Moscow in 
chains like Dubcek in August 
1968. They are not bound by 
allegiance to an alliance with 
the Soviets like Dubcek. 

They do not have to capitulate 
before the threat of brute force 
like Czechoslovakia's reform 
leaders in 1968. 

Whereas their ‘maneuvering 
space was as limited as that of 
prisoners in solitary con- 
finement, Berlinguer, Marchais 
and Carillo have all the freedom 
of action they need or care to 
have. 

But that also imposes on them 
a responsibility which could not 
be reasonably placed on 
Dubcek’s shoulders in 1968. 
Namely, to come out clearly 
and unequivocally with their 
program, to conceal not one iota 
of their real aims, and not to 
pretend anything they do not 
intend to adhere to. 

Nobody could have expected 
Dubcek at the time to demand 
Czechoslovakia’s secession 
from the Soviet military bloc. 

Everybody can expect 
today’s Euro-Communists in 
Rome, Paris or Madrid to say 
frankly and clearly how far they 
are willing to go in defense of 
the democracy they claim to 
advocate. 

Nobody 


could have asked

Dubcek to declare —’ with 
Warsaw pact divisions virtually 
surrounding his country — that 
his Communist party disown 
once and for all the Soviet-type 
dictatorial rule with all its 
limitations and outright 
negation of human rights and 
liberties. 

Yet, everybody must ask 
Berlinguer, Marchais and 
Carillo to do so, if their claims 
are to be believed and trusted. 

Nobody could reasonably 
have asked the Czechoslovak 
Communist leaders in 1968 to 
flatly state that they would then 
and always submit to the vote of 
the people in their quest for 
political power. Everybody 
ought to expect the Italian, 
French or Spanish Communists 
today to say so publicly and 
unequivocally. 

In short, most of the question 
marks that were still pending at 
the time of Prague Spring nine 
years ago, could today be easily 
and without risk of armed in- 
tervention changed into ¢x- 
clamation marks by the Italian, 
French and Spanish Euro- 
Communists. 

It would be a payment of an 
overdue debt to their 
Czechoslovak comrades and 
predecessors, the heroes and 
victims of the Soviet invasion, 
some of whom are still in jail. 

Thanks to Czechoslovakia in 
1968, the democratic world 
stands a better chance now to 
find out what today’s Euro- 
Communism really stands for 
and whether it deserves the 
support it claims. 

Even after its brutal defeat 
nine years ago, Prague Spring 
still performs a useful service to 
the cause it failed to win — 
human freedom and dignity,

A 38.3 per cent decrease in 
major crimes during July from 
July 1976 was reported to the 
Madison City Council Tuesday 
night by Chief of Police Donald 
Bridick.

Jacqueline Bruemmer, en 
vironmental planner in charge 
of the program, explained that 
the federal government has 
mandated that by 1983, all 
waters in the country be 
“fishable and swimmabie,"’ and 
by 1985, there should be ‘‘zero 
discharge of pollution into lakes 
and streams.” 

She said the local authorities 
have no choice but to follow the 
dictates of the program, called 
“the 208 clean water planning 
program.” 

The same is derived from the 
section number of the federal 
bill setting the clean water 
standards 

Theadore Mikesell, executive 
director of SIMARPC, noted 
“We must complete this plan by 
the end of this fiscal year and 
there are continued mandates 
to carry this on.’

Mikesell explained 

It was explained that the 
program must involve itself 
with everything which 
discharges pollutants into 
streams, rivers and lakes in the 
three counties, including runoff 
water which carries 
agricultural fertilizers, 
livestock wastes, dirt from 
streets, septic tank overflows 
and other contaminants 


Also to be controlled are 
municipal wastewater, mining 
runoff, pesticides, conStruction 
runoff, industrial wastes, 
sludge disposal and other 
sources of water pollution. 

Air pollution brought to the 
ground by rain also is a source 
of water pollution, Mikesell 
contended 

He said the program and 
study involves extensive testing 
to determine the sources of 
pollution. Testing is essential, 
he contended, using the 
example of a city’s stormwater 
sewers when they discharge toa 
river

by those present was to creation 
of a central board or authority 
to coordinate water cleanup 
efforts in the three counties 

Mikesell explained the 
authority may have’ to be 
supported by a tax levy for 
operating expenses. “It might 
even be that the authority will 
buy up all sewage and water 
treatment plants in the three 
counties and run them, but 
where are you going to get 
enough money to buy all of the 
treatment plants? 

“We must bring the. three 
counties together under some 
kind of umbrella agency. Each 
county wants to take care of its 
own problems and this can be 
done, but it takes cooperation. 

As much public participation 
as possible is being solicited in 
deciding what type of board or 
agency should control water 
pollution efforts 

Possibilities are electing a 
board; having county boards 
select members for a board 
appointing subcommittees in 
each county which would then 
work together in coordinating 
programs; naming the state as 
the controlling authority, or 
selecting some other authority 
such as SIMARPC to coordinate 
the programs. 

“Whatever is selected must 
be politically feasible and voted

Cairns contended the EPA 
presently treats each plant and 
each case differently through 
its variance procedure and 
already is doing what the 
proposed board would be 
created to do. 

Mikesell responded, ‘!We 
have never asked the EPA to 
take this over 100 per cent. They 
would be reluctant. They 
already have 83 counties. they 
are responsible for. I doubt they 
would want to take this on.”’ 

He also noted the EPA does 
not control some of the things 
the new board would have to 
control, including argricultural 
runoff, mining —_ wastes, 
agricultural erosion and others.

A proposal to build a $40 
million secondary sanitary, 
sewage treatment plant 
operated by the village of 
Sauget in St Clair County 
remained ir “‘limbo" today 
after the Metro-East Sanitary 
District board agreed to go 
along with the program, but on 
its own terms. 

Sanitary District trustees in a 
meeting Tuesday approved the 
proposed agreement, but with a 
provision that the sanitary 
district have a voting mem 
bership on the technical ad 
visory committee to the plant 
Legal sources for Sauget said 
this provi would not be 
acceptable 

Russell Robinson of Granite 
City, president of the Sanitary 
District Board, told the Press 
Record that “Nothing is settled 
The agreement we approved 
states our terms to being a 
party to the project. If Sauget 
and the other participants in the 
program do not want to accept 
those terms then we are at a 
stalemate again.’ 

Under the proposal which has 
the approval of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, five entities would 
participate in use of the 
secondary sewage treatment 
plant — Sauget, East St. Louis, 
Cahokia, the Cahokia Com 
monfields Water District and 
the Metro-East Sanitary 
District 

The Sanitary District has 
opposed the original 
agreement, however; on 
grounds that the district would 
not have enough to say about 
the operation and ad 
ministration of the plant

The plan calls for con- 
struction of the plant by the 
village of Sauget which would 
own it, but it would be operated 
by the Sauget Sanitary 
Development and Research 
Association, which is made up 
of industries in Sauget 

Harold G. Baker, attorney for 
Sauget, said that any changes in 
the agreement, as proposed by 
the Sanitary District, would 
have to go back to the other four 
governing bodies for their 
approval 

Baker said the 
District should not have a 
voting membership in ad- 
ministration of the plant as the 
agreement would take the 
district out of the sewage 
treatment business 

The Sanitary District now has 
primary treatment plants at 
Cahokia and at National City 
(Landsdowne plant) 

The district and __ its 
predecessor the East Side 
Levee and- Sanitary District 
were under EPA orders to 
provide secondary treatment, 
but this requirement later was 
dropped in favor of a regional 
plant ona large scale that would 
provide secondary treatment 
for a number of municipalities 

The EPA has been trying to 
get the sanitary district to 
become involved in the regional 
program. 

Robinson said that the district 
is no longer subject to penalties 
by EPA for failure to meet a 
July deadline this year for 
providing secondary treatment 
since the EPA declined to go 
ahead with the district's 
original program to build its 
own plant

“Our administration is open 
and accessible to criticism and 
input” from officials who are in 
direct contact with the public on 
a day-by-day basis. 

Michigan Gov. William G. 
Milliken told the county officials 
that the administration of 
programs such as welfare and 
public health are placing, “‘an 
unbearable financial demand 
on counties.”

‘Milliken acknowledged the 
conflict that arises between 
different government units, 
usually over the question of 
jurisdiction and financial 
responsibility. : 

“We recognize that counties 
are basically tied to: the 
property tax, a stable but 
relatively inflexible revenue 
base,” he said. 

“Equally important — and 
equally ‘sensitive to the 
relationship of state and local 
government — is the issue of 
programs which the state or- 
ders but which it doesn’t 
provide the money for,” 
Milliken said. 

“To this end, I have directed 
all state departments to 
prepare . fiscal impact 
statements on any proposed 
legislation which has a 
significant impact on local 
government.”

A task force comprised of 
school administrators and 
teachers from across the state 
and Illinois Office of Education 
personnel has met in 
Springfield to establish 
procedures for assessing the 
extent of school violence in the 
state. | 

State Superintendent of 
Education Joseph M. | Cronin 
had cited a need for such a task 
force when he said, /‘School 


- violence and vandalism — with 


their accompanying costs and 
loss of attention to educational 
matters —‘are major concerns 
to the public, community and 
educators.”” } 

According to Dr. Cronin, the 
overall purpose of the task force 
is ‘to assess the extent of the 
problem and to identify those 
responses and resources to 
incidences of 
violence and vandalism in- 
volving our youth, communities 
and schools.” 

Dr. Cronin has appointed Dr. 
Dale Kaiser, professor of 
Educational Administration at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale, an expert on school 
violence and vandalism, as task 
force chairman. 

Serving as Illinois Office of 
Education staff coordinator is 
Dr. David Scott, a policy 
analyst, formerly with the Lay 
Enforcement Assistance 
Administration. 

The task force discussed 
plans concerning the kind of 
policy statement it can 
recommend on school violence 
and vandalism in the final 
report; the kind of leadership 
the State Board of Education 
can provide; the role outside 
agencies and law enforcement 
officials should play; protective 
and ity measures which 
should be taken by schools, and 
the ‘local-level educational 
practices and policies which 
should be encouraged in order 
to reduce school violence and 
vandalism. 

‘The next meeting for the-task 
force, Which must submit its 
recommendations to Dr. Cronin 
by Dec. 31, is set for Sept. 13 in 
Springfield.

For a week, Fedora has been 
in the district’s equipment 
warehouse helping to sort out 
the football, soccer and other 
equipment for the upcoming fall 
season

This has been an annual 
occurrence for Fedora for the 
last ten years. He got the job as 
athletic director in 1967. 
Obviously, in ten years on the 
job, he has seen a lot of changes. 

What about the athletic scene 
in the area as Fedora views it 
today? 

“One thing that is different 
now is that while participation 
in interscholastic athletics is 
up, the actual academic 
enrollment is going down,” he 
said. The participation began to 
rise when Granite City High 
split into North and South in 


* September 1973. 


The present plight of many 
school districts — that is, lack of 
money — has not bypassed the 
Granite City District. How do 
the Granite City schools fare as 
far as revenue is concerned? 

Fedora said there is no such 
thing as a “money sport" in 
Granite City, The sport that 
comes the closest to paying for 
itself would be football, with 
basketball probably second. 
The only sports to which ad- 
missions charged are football, 
basketball and wrestling. 

Another hardship that the 
district has to face that it didn’t 
when Fedora took the job is that 
the Granite City high schools 
don't belong to a conference. 

Granite City High belonged to 
the Southwestern Conference, 
and Granite City South kept that 
membership after the schools 
split, but after one year, it with- 
drew. They said they couldn't 
compete on equal terms. 

Fedora said the schools are 
always looking for the op- 
portunity to join another con- 
ference or to get in on the for- 
mation of a new one. But so far, 
no luck. : 

According to enrollments, 
Granite City South qualifies for 
the Class 5A football playoffs 
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while North is a Class 4A school. 
Both are Class AA in other 
sports. But the fact that both 
schools are independent 
hampers their chances of 
getting into the playoffs, 
although North has succeeded. 

All conference champions 
automatically get into the 
playoffs, no matter how bad 
their record. 

However, for an independent, 
the record must be ex- 
cellent... almost untarnished. 
After an independent suffers its 
second gridiron defeat, it can 
kiss the playoffs goodbye. 

‘Another change that Fedora 
has seen is the increase interest 
and participation of girls’ 
athletics. While still not up to 
the level of interest that the 
boys enjoy, girls are on the rise. 
Granite City has extensive 
interscholastic programs in 
girls sports at both high schools, 
while remaining on the in- 
tramural level at the junior 
highs. Miss Barbara Kerch is 
the director. 

Fedora is outspoken when it 
comes to defending the present 
Granite City District Nine 
athletic program. ‘Granite 
isn't a one-sport town,” he 
said. “Many cities concentrate 
on one sport and give it the bulk 
of the money, and the other 
sports are slighted.” 


But. Fedora doesn't agree 
with that practice. “We have a 
good, solid program in all sports 
that we offer. We don’t slight 
anybody.”” 

“Before we would issue in- 
ferior equipment to an athlete 
and take the chance of him 
getting hurt, we would drop the 
sport." 

Fedora takes the attilude that 
winning is great . . , but it's not 
everything. 

‘The lessons that are learned 
from experiences on the playing 
field are just as important as 
those learned in the classroom; 
in fact, he prefers the word CO- 
curricular to EXTRA- 
curricular in defining where 
sports. fit in. 

In Joe Fedora’s case, the kids 
in District 9 get a little of bath.

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It said it believes this should 
be accomplished principally by 
strengthening police in- 
vestigative performance, and 
also strengthening the 
aggressiveness and ef- 
fectiveness of the county's 
prosecutorial services. 

SILEC commented, ‘‘To 
provide an atmosphere that is 
conducive to the  im- 
plementation of a program of 
this nature, the county's 
leadership structure should 
first undertake a searching 
analysis of the current ob- 
stacles to coordination and 
cooperatiog among elements of 
the crimig#! justice system in 
Madison nty.”” 

The stud@ asserted that this 
“regiong/AState’s attorney's 
office are seriously un- 
derfunded and understaffed. 

“There has been a 182 per 
cent increase in the felony 
prosecutorial workload, with no 
appreciable increase in staff. 

“In 1976, Madison County 
spent only $1.20 per capita and 
St. Clair County only $1.43 per 
capita to support these offices. 

“If well-managed, a sub- 
stantial increase of this in- 
vestment could be the single 
most significant step that can 
be taken to combat crime in 
these counties effectively 

“In 1975, only 5.2 per cent of 
felony dispositions were ac- 
complished by trial, the 
remainder being by plea 
bargaining or dismissal, with 
dismissal constituting 66.4 per 
cent 

“Because prosecution and 
defense service must be kep in 
balance to afford fair trials, an 
increase in the number of 
prosecutors and the number of 
trials would require an increase 
in the level of public defender 
services. 

“Judges in the region have 
sentenced convicted felons to 
incareration in increasing 
numbers, but a number of 
constraints on their ability to do 
so are created by the capacity 
of the Illinois Department of 
Corrections to handle 
prisoners; the absence of op- 
portunities for sentencing to 
institutions other than prisons, 
such as to state-operated work 
camps for which a number of 
judges expressed preference; 
and certain features of Illinois 
law, especially regarding the 
disposition of juvenile 
delinquents.” 

SILEC says it has found that 
“in the early 1970s, crime grew 
rapidly in Madison County— 
more rapidly than elsewhere in 
the region. 

“Between 1972 and 1975, the 
number of felony crimes 
reported in the county in 
creased by 79.3 per cent; 
analyzed in a different way, the 
number of index offenses in- 
creased by 74.9 per cent. 

“Although it is not widely 
recognized, by 1975 the number 
of Part I offenses reported in 
Madison County (17,086) ex- 
ceeded the number reported in 
St. Clair County (16,458), 
despite the location of East St 
Louis in the latter 

“However, substantial dif 
ferences in crime patterns were 
evident in the two counties. 
(Madison County crimes are 
primarily against property.) 

“By late 1976, this uptrend 
had turned around, however, 
and certain types of crime had 
been reduced substantially in 
Madison County. 

“The turnaround and 
reduction in the threat of crime 
to the community are almost 
entirely attributable to the 
County Circuit Court’s vigorous 
Jeadership in imposing more 
stringent sentences on ad- 
judicated criminals and thus 
raising the threshold of risk to 
such offenders. 

“This highly commendable 
shift has also had indirect 
benefits. 

“Other elements of the 
county’s criminal justice 
system have been galvanized by 
a renewed confidence that ef- 
forts to identify and apprehend 
criminals will in fact have 
concrete results. 

“Despite the favorable ex- 
perience of recent years, 
are numerous obstacles to the 
attainment of further im- 
provements and refinements in 
Madison County's criminal 
justice system.

“Second, the exuberance of 
the county's political processes 
is unfortunately perceived as 
extending into the criminal 
justice system, and criminal 
justice agencies — especially at 
the county level — are viewed 
as unduly sefisitive to political 
considerations. 

“Third, the county's govern- 
mental structure lacks certain 
institutional characteristics, 
such as a strong executive staff, 
often found desirable to ensure 
the coordinated direction of 
criminal justice (and other 
types) of agencies in a subur- 
banizing environment. 

“Interviews conducted during 
this study revealed that, partly 
as a result of this condition, key 
county and municipal officials 
lacked the regular access to 
information and data necessary 
to judge the effectiveness of 
criminal justice agencies and to 
hold them accountable for the 
wide use of resources. 

“Recent formation of a 
judiciary committee of the 
County Board reflects a 
positive, but limited, step to 
overcome this deficiency. 

“Madison County is the only 
county in the region that is 
sorely lacking in suitable 
physical facilities for criminal 
justice agencies. Subsequently, 
noted plans for corrective ac- 
tion in this area exhibit certain 
weaknesses. 

“However, the single most 
fundamental obstacle to past 
development and future 
progress of the criminal justice 
system in Madison County is an 
unfortunate atmosphere of 
mutual mistrust that has 
evolved among the various 
agencies of the criminal justice 
system, especially between 
municipal and county level 
agencies. 

“During more than 40 con. 
fidential interviews in the 
county, this environment — 
rooted in the political history of 
the county like other factors 
noted in the course of the study 
— was identified as a major 
barrier to collaboration and 
cooperation by mutually 
dependent agencies 

“This creates 
regarding prospects for 
provement in the county 

SILEC continues, “On 
balance, the need to upgrade 
Madison County’s criminal 
justice system is demonstrable 
and urgent. 

“Despite certain recent 
progress, knowledgeable ob- 
servers express substantial 
doubt as to whether the county's 
institutions can _ insulate 
themselves more effectively 
from political considerations. 
Their support of a program of 
fundamental improvements is 
unanimous. 

“Concerns are voiced that the 
agencies and institutions most 
in need of improvement least 
recognize this need, and often 
are the most reluctant to sub- 

tt themselves to external 
accountability or to accept 
external assistance. 

“Moreover, the need for 
improvement is most evident in 
the elements of the criminal 
justice system that are funded 
by the county government. 

“The county’s past fiscal 
condition and resource 
allocation priorities have 
precluded the level of in- 
vestment in system agencies 
warranted by the scope of ac- 
tivity in the county. 

“However, the development 
of more widespread support for 
investment in these agencies is 
impeded by the mistrust noted

“SILEC’s role has been 
distinctly less visible and 
pervasive in Madison County 
than in St. Clair County. 

“This has stemmed in part 
from the view held by some 
observers in Madison County 
that SILEC is more closely 
attuned to the needs of the 
latter. 

“To a greater extent, 
however, this condition also 
clearly stems from 

“1. A reluctance on the part of 
many Madison County agencies 
to pursue Safe Streets funding. 

“2. A less aggressive ap- 
proach toward making internal 
improvements among some 
criminal justice agencies in the 
county, coupled with a more 
widespread reluctance on the 
part of such agencies to engage 
in joint efforts. 

“Community tolerance for 
high levels of criminal activity 
has clearly been exceeded in 
Madison County: 

“Members of the public and 
their elected officials are in- 
creasingly disturbed—and often 
angry—about the risk of 
criminal ition. 

“There is general recognition 
that the most basic problem is 
the low probability that 
criminal offenders will be 


punished. 

“The criminal justice system 
is perceived by many as an 
imbalanced set of institutions 
whose priorities are’ skewed 
toward lenient treatment of 
offenders. 


“This conflicts with 
public demands for firmer 
treatment of the criminal 
element. 

“The county’s police struc 
ture remains highly 
fragmented, and this 
fragmentation has in fact 
worsened over the past six 


years. 

“In 1976, only four of the 
county’s 17 police forces in- 
cluded more than 20 officers. 

“Many of the county's 
smaller forces function 
prinicipally as neighborhood 

rd forces. 

“Not only are they less than 
fully effective from an 
operational standpoint, but 
these small forces also result in 
substantial cost to municipal 
taxpayers. 
‘Although the scope of this 
analysis did not encompass an 
in-depth study of the Madison 
County Sheriff's Office, certain 
facets of the organization and 
operations of this office are of 
primary importance to the 
county’s criminal justice 
system 

“Principally because of the 
factors cited above, the 
Sheriff's Department appears 
to be relatively isolated from 
other law enforcement agencies 
in the county. 

“There are indices of both 
understaffing and undersupport 
of the office by the county. 

“In 1974, per capita ex- 
penditures on behalf of police 
coverage for rural citizens 
provided by the Sheriff's Office 
were $14.10, unduly low com- 
pared with the municipal levels 
previously noted. 

“Partial workload data 
reviewed during the study in- 
dicate that Sheriff's Office 
patrol officers respond to an 
average of 4.4 significant police 
actions per shift, compared to 
the two to three per shift ob- 
served in adequately staffed 
forces.

Nameoki tax levy up 


New levies adopted by the 
Nameoki Town Board of 
Trustees Monday night will call 
for $59,080 more to be collected 
for town in next 
summer’s tax collections than 
in the current collections, if the 
levies are certified by Madison 
County Clerk Evelyn Bowles. 

Nameoki Town Clerk Douglas 
Teetor contended the increase 
is the result of board action 
decreasing the levy by $52,000 
last year. 

He said a $52,000 surplus was 
used to reduce the levy for one 
year, “and we did not feel we 
could continue that reduction 
another year and provide the 
increased services the public 
wants.”” 

He noted tax collection 
always is one year behind the 
approval of the levy and ex- 
plained, ‘We will get about 
$52,000 less this year because of 
last year's levy, so we felt next 
year we will need an adequate 
income to continue our services. 


“Our employe and general 
insurance costs are increasing 
and people want more health 
programs,” he added. 


He estimated the new levy 
will increase taxes by about $8 
per home next summer, but 
noted the large jump is only 
because Nameoki Township 
taxpayers are getting such a 
large reduction this year. 

The largest jump is in the 
town fund where a levy of 
$169,056 is to be collected 

local taxation, $53,080 
higher than the $115,976 levy 
currently being collected. 

levy for municipal 
retirement of $20,000 approved 
Monday night is $6,000 higher 
than the levy of $14,000 now 
being collected. 

The levy for general 
assistance will remain basically 
unchanged since the legal 
maximum of 10 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation now is being 
collected.

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Enough gas for winter—'If’ 


Ample supplies of natural gas 
are expected 4o be available to 
keep homes warm next winter, 
according to the four major 
utility companies that serve 2.7 
million Illinois customers, 

The projections, however, are 
laced with some ‘“‘ifs’” which 
primarily involve the intensity 
of the winter weather. 

Officials of Ilinois Power Co., 
Northern Illinois Gas Co., 
Central Illinois Public Service 
Co. and the Peoples Gas, Light 
& Coke Co., say their efforts 
during the hot days of summer 
have been directed to 
replenishing storage systems to 
meet the winter’s gas demands. 

A spokesman for Illinois 
Power Co. said, ‘I don’t think 
we'll have additional cutbacks 
this winter."’ 

He said Illinois Power Co. has 
been able to replenish the eight 
underground storage areas that 
the company has. 

“These storage areas were 
instrumental in allowing us to 
keep up last winter and stay in 
service without any severe 
curtailment.” * 

He said the general picture at 
Illinois Power is that ‘‘We 
belive we're in a position to 
serve all of our firm customers 
this winter, even if the winter is 
as intensive at last winter.”’ 

Others expressed concern as 
to how bad the winter might be. 
A-spokesman at Central Illinois 
Public Service in Peoria said 
that company is projecting the 
availability of about 21 “billion 
cubic feet of natural gas for the 
1977-78 heating season. 

“We're talking about 1 billion 
cubic feet less than was actually 
used last winter," he said, 
noting that the projections are 
based on normal winter 
weather and ‘don’t take into 
account a repeat of last win- 
ter." 

Peoples Light, Gas & Coke 
Co., reported it 'has been able 
refill its reservoirs. Barring 
federal allocations or control, 
the utility should have enough

“Scarecrow” is an agitator of 
the highest caliber.

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‘Dangerous’ lack 


of immunizations 
is being cited 


State law requires students to 
be immunized against certain 
communicable childhood 
diseases. 

Too few children each year 
are being immunized, Illinois 
educators believe. 

‘Parents too young to 
remember the dread effects of 
polio — and the sometimes 
tragic consequences of measles, 
rubella, mumps, whooping 
cough, diphtheria and tetanus 
— have become complacent and 
have neglected to protect their 
children against these diseases. 
What should state officials do to 
fight parental apathy?,” asks 
State Superintendent of 
Education Joseph M. Cronin. 

“Should we startle parents 
into action through telling them 
of the ugly results these 
diseases can cause the 
crippling, blindness, deafness 
brain damage, mental retar 
dation and even death? 

“Should we instead give them 
the facts? Should we tell them 
that during 1975 (the last year 
complete statistics are 
available for) there were 307 
reported cases of diphtheria 
24,374 of measles; 59,647 of 

1,738 of whooping 
cough; 16 of German 
measles; 102 tetanus and eight 
cases of polio-in the nation? 

‘Should we tell them that U.S 
Center for Disease Control 
figures indicate a massive drop 
in immunization levels, from 
the 84 per cent level in 1963 to 
about 65 per cent presently 
National estimates are that 20 
million of the nation’s 52 million 
children under 15 are 
inadequately immunized 
against major diseases for 
which safe, effective and 
sometimes free vaccines are 
available? 

‘Should we take the sym- 
pathetic approach and tell them 
we know kids don’t like to get 
shots, that we know it’s not easy 
for a parent to arrange time off 
from work or to use leisure time 
to take an unwilling child for a 
shot 

“Should we tell them we 
recognize parents often have 
questions, and sometimes don't 
even remember what shots a 
child has or hasn't had? 

“And should we point out that 
help is available to them, that 
local school districts can 
provide information on what's 
required and where to get it 
that local or county public 
health departments hold 
regular free immunization 
clinics, which are available to 

regardless of 
income 

“That communities with no 
health department can arrange 

nunization clinics with 

\p of Illinois Department 

of Public Health; that the state 

public health office distributed 

> million doses of such vac: 

cines last year; that local 

doctors, medical societies and 

clinics can provide information 
and assistance? 

“Or should we talk about the 
disease themselves? 

“About measles, which often 
starts as a bad cold, with a fever 
and cough es become red 
and sensitive to light and a 
blotchy rash appears across the 
face and neck. Complications 
can include ear infections, 
sinusitis, pneumonia or brain 
inflammations, which can lead 
to permanent nervous disor- 
ders, convulsions, seizures and 
even death 

“About mumps, which start 
with a fever and headache, 
followed by swelling of the 
glands on one or both sides of 
the neck. Deafness can occur, 
or — among adolescents and 
adults — mumps may cause 
inflammation of the 


reproductive organs. Other 
complications can include in- 
flammations of the pancreas, 
thyroid and kidney. (Mumps 
vaccinations are not required 
before entering school in 
Tlinois.) 

“About diphtheria, which 
begins with a fever, sore throat 
and hoarseness. Grayish pat- 
ches form in the throat. The 
toxins (poisons) thrown off by 
diphtheria bacterium are 
harmful to the heart, blood 
vessels, kidneys and nerves. 

“About tetanus (lockjaw), 
one of the deadliest of the 
preventable diseases. Three out 
of every five persons who 
develop it die. Initial symptoms 
‘are usually muscle stiffness, 
especially in the jaw and neck, 
followed by difficulty in 
swallowing, a fever and painful 
spasms of face, neck, ab- 
dominal and back muscles 

‘About pertussis (whooping 
cough), which starts like an 
ordinary cold, but which 
develops from a hacking cough 
into a series of violent coughs to 
expel the sticky mucus from the 
air passages and throat. This is 
followed by a whooping sound 
as the person tries to catch a 
breath. The coughing fit often 
ends with vomiting. Whooping 
cough may last six weeks or 
more and may cause bleeding 
into the brain, skin and eyes, 
and resultant blindness 

“About rubella (German 
measles), a mild disease itself, 
with a slight rash, mild sore 
throat and swollen neck glands, 
but with devasting effects to 
unborn children. If contracted 
within the first three months of 
pregnancy, the disease can 
cause malformation in the 
infant, including brain damage, 
hearing loss, vision impairment 
and heart defects. 

“About polio, the dreaded 
crippler until the vaccine was 
developed in the 1950s. In its 
early stages, polio resembles 
influenza, with a sore throat, 
fever and possible headache 
vomiting, fretfulness and 
drowsiness. Polio can cause 
paralysis of arms and legs and 
the muscles that regulate 
breathing or it can cause death. 

“These diseases aren’t kid’s 
stuff,"’ Dr. Cronin said. 

“We are quite concerned 
about protecting our young 
children from these serious 
threats. 

“Previous surveys authorized 
bycthe State Board of Education 
have shown immunization 
levels on the average to be 
higher in Illinois schools than-on 
the national level. However, we 
are far below the 90 per cent 
goal set by President Carter for 
1976."" 

The state superintendent said 
a thorough survey of both public 
and nonpublic schools will be 
conducted this fall to determine 
how many unprotected children 
there are and where they are 

‘T urge parents to take action 
now,’? he said. ‘Physical 
examinations and im- 
munizations or boosters are 
required of students entering 
kindergarten or first grade, 
fifth and ninth grades. 

“But if a child did not have his 
or her shots at the recom- 
menced time, it’s not too late to 
correct it now."

403,000 su bsidized 
public service jobs 


More than 403,000 persons are 
working in jobs with state and 
local governments under the 
expanded public service em- 
ployment (PSE) program 
supported by federal funds, 
Secretary of Labor Ray Mar- 
shall has announced. 

In ten weeks since the 
program expansion was 
authorized, 105,000 jobless 
persons have been hired—well 
ahead of the planned 67,000 
increase by the week ending 
July 22 

The goal is 725,000 PSE jobs 
by no later than the end of 
February, with the 
$7,987,000,000 provided by the 
Economic Stimulus 
Appropriation Act signed by 
President Carter on May 13. 

Secretary Marshall said that 
“‘if this present rate of hiring at 
16,000 a week continues, there is 
no doubt we will achieve the 
Sept. 30 goal of just over 500,000 
persons in CETA jobs 

“T base this optimism on 
future weekly increases of from 
14,000 to 17,000,”’ Marshall said, 
“and I am equally optimistic 
that we may reach the 725,000 
goal as early as Dec. 31.”* 

‘Of the 403,000 working as of 
July 22, about 327,000 were 
working under Title VI of the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA), the 
title that provides jobs mostly 
for persons unemployed 15 
weeks or more and who are in 
the low-income category 

About 76,500 were working 
under Title II, the original PSE 
title under CETA that specifies 
unemployment of at least 30 
days to make the person eligible 
for a.PSE job. 

The PSE program is operated 
by 446 state, city, county and 
combinations of state and local 
governments serving as prime 
sponsors who receive their 
federal funds through the 
department's 10 regional of- 
fices. 

‘A sample of reports from 
prime sponsors indicates that 
PSE participants are earning 
an average of $3.50 to $3.60 an 
hour, or about $7,100 to $7,300 a 
year 

When fringe _ benefits, 
training, services and ad- 
ministration are included, this 
makes an average annual cost 
per employe of between $8,300 
and $8,800. 

Nearly 82,000 of the par- 
ticipants are working on 11,700 
special PSE projects. To qualify 
for employment on a project, & 
person must meet low-income 
standards, residence 
requirements, and (1) have 
been unemployed 15, of the past 
20 weeks, (2) collected unem- 
ployment compensation for 15 
of the past 20 weeks, (3) 
exhausted ‘unemployment 
compensation and be unem- 
ployed or (4) be a member of a 
family receiving Aid to

Families with. Dependent 
Children (AFDC). 

Of 5,810 projects analyzed so 
far, about 80 per cent are ad- 
ministered by public agencies 
and 20 per cent by private 
nonprofit organizations. 

‘Their average duration is 36 
weeks or about eight months. 
There-are 39,679 participants 
employed on the 8,000 projects, 
An average of seven each.

Schools hoping to acquaint all 
pupils with the ‘world of work’ 


‘The 1977-78 school year looms 
as a pivotal period for career 
education in Illinois. 

The concept still isn't widely 
understood by the general 
public. It’s commonly confused 
with vocational education, the 
process of training high school 
or adult students in specific job 
skills. 

Career education en- 
compasses the broader process 
of exposing students at all grade 
levels to the overall world of 
work. 

Besides the identity problem, 
funding for career education 
has been modest and the 
programs that do exist reach 
only about half of the state’s 
total student population, if that 
much. 

But in the works for 1977-78 
are a number of activities by 
the Illinois State Board of 
Education that could help 
provide the turning point for 
career education. 

‘Among the scheduled ac- 
tivities will be a survey of the 
attitudes of business, industry, 
labor and community groups, 
and an assessment of students’ 
career education 

Guidebooks that identify 
career education resources, 
along with manuals explaining 
how to tap the resources, are 
expected to be distributed to 
educators during the year. 

‘Also, guidelines for‘ local 
school systems will be 
developed — as will a plan to 
help the state meet the career 
education needs of districts. 

Together, the activities will 
comprise much of the state 
agency's effort to complete a 
slate career education plan. 
State Superintendent Joseph M. 
Cronin says that the plan ‘‘could 
foster not only greater public 
awareness of the concept, but 
increased funding and ex- 
panded student participation as 
well.” 

The plan is expected to be 
completed next March or April. 
It will include provisions for 
assessing needs, developing 
guidelines, acquiring and 
dispensing ' funds, evaluating 
programs, training staff 

members and coordinating the 
participation of non-educational 
groups. 

Aside from the state plan 
effort,. the State Board has 
another major career education 
activity on tap for the 1977-78 
school year. 

It will be trying to’ en- 
courage school districts 
throughout Illinois to adopt a 
curriculum that’s supposed to 
help eliminate sex bias and 
expand career choices for 
young men and women. 

Known as the “Expanding 
Career Horizons 
Curri¢ulum,” it will be the 
first of its type ever offered in

Illinois schools and perhaps 
the first in the nation, ac- 
cording to Connie Beasley, 
sex equity administrator in 
the Department of Adult, 
Vocational and Technical 
Education. 

The curriculum 
developed at IOE’s request 
after changes in federal 
education legislation last year 
mandated that school districts 
address the need for ending sex 
bias and stereotyping. 

Though districts aren't 
required to offer the ‘“Expan- 
ding Career Horizons’ course 
specifically, Miss Beasley said, 
doing so would satisfy the 
federal mandates at least in 
part.

show how women solve various. 
problems within the labor force.. 

To help get the course into the 
schools during the 1977-78 school. 
year, the IOE plans to hold nine- 
in-service workshops | for- 
teachers and administrators. 
during September and October.: 
An 18-minute film will be used. 
to show sex-role stereotyping 
practices typically found in a 
classroom and school. 

‘As an incentive to attend, the. 
agency will present one kit of 
curriculum materials — enough’ 
for a class of 30 — to each school: 
district that sends a 
representative to one of the 
meetings.

Fertilize strawberries 
for better 1978 yields

Area Garden Advisor 

Most strawberry plantings 
can use some extra nitrogen 
fertilizer now. The stress 
caused by July’s weather left 
the plants weak ‘and sparce. 
Also, this is the normal time for 
feeding to increase flower bud 
development for next year's 
crop. 

Amonium nitrate (33-00) is 
the preferred nitrogen fer- 
tilizer, Apply at the rate of four 
to six pounds per 1,000 square 
feet of berries. Use the lower 
rate if plants are vigorous or if 
the soil is extremely fertile. 

When 33-0-0 is not available, 
use 12-12-12, 10-10-10, 610-4, or 
other garden fertilizers con- 
taining nitrogen at the rate of 10 
pounds per 1,000 square feet. 
Avoid excessive amounts, 
regardless of the soil type. 

Fertilizers can be broadcast 
over the berry row, but the 
granules must be, brushed off 
the foliage to avoid burning the 
leaves. Use a broom or sack to 
do this. 

‘Then water the patch to ac- 
tivate the fertilizer. You can 
wait for a rain to do the same 
thing, but some of the benefits 
may be lost if it doesn’t rain in a 
week or so. 

In addition to feeding the 
plants, try to prevent fall weeds 
by the application of DCPA 
(Dacthal) or diphenamid 
(Enide). These materials are 
available as granules or wet- 
table powders and may be 
applied over tha plants at rates 
given on the package. 

The secret to their success is 
to apply to a weedfree patch 
Before the weeds germinate and 
just ahead of a rain. 

+++ 

Premature dropping of apples 
isn’t normal and can be blamed 
on the growing season. Many 
fruits of Jonathan, Red 
Delicious, and Golden Delicious 


have been falling because of 
hot, dry weather, or because of 
crowding on the tree. 

The drowthy conditions cause 
a situation within the tree 
whereby some fruits tend to 
drop. There is nothing to do for 
this except provide adequate 
water to the tree. 

Dropping because of 
crowding occurs as the fruits 
get larger and larger, which 
puts pressure on one or more 
fruits in a cluster. 

With the overloading that is 
present on many trees this year, 
much of the dropping is from 
this. Nothing can be done except 
hand thinning, and it's too late 
for any benefits from such a 
thinning. Problems could be 
prevented in the future by 
thinning adequately in May and 
June. 

Usually, harvest isn't far 
away when perfect fruits drop. 
However, at this point of time in 
1977, some of the drop is 
premature and harvest time is a 
month away. 

Some of the early fall apples 
are approaching picking time, 
as shown by a yellow ground 
color under a bright red skin 
color, and a taste change from 
starchy to sweet, These should 
be picked when this condition is 
present.

Condis will retire Tuesday 
from the Police Department 
which has been his “*home away 
from home"’ since Aug. 16, 1950 

“When I started as a 
patrolman, I was disappointed 
in police work. I think everyone 
has a thought what police work 
would be like and I thought I 
knew what it would be. 

No one has any conception 
what the real score is. After the 
initial excitement of becoming a 
policeman and wearing tne 
uniform, things begin to 
change. 

You see so many people with 
so many severe problems, you 
kind of lose f You see 
many horrible things done by 
human beings that soon you 
don’t seem to care for anything 
or anybody. You become a little 
bitter and lose faith in 
mankind,"” Condis admitted

Hopefully, though, you wake 
up one morning and Jook around 
and find there are a lot 
of wonderful people around and

society, Then you've got it 
made. 

“You are in when you learn to 
accept your abilities for what 
they really are and can deal 
with only today’s problems, 
leaving yesterday's behind. You 
have to realize there is a limited 
amount you can do 

‘There are so many people 
with needs. So many problems 
You want to help them all, but 
you can't. It sure is rewarding 
when you are able to help 
someone, though,” Condis 
explained 

“When you see a young punk 
getting in trouble over and over 
and you try to work with him, 
the percentages are way 
against you. But when you do 
help one — you really get 
through to him — and see him 
go straight — change his way of 
life — then, it's very rewarding 
That is what it is all about,” 
Condis said. 

‘I can not stand to 
crooked cop. It ruins public 
trust in the rest of us. I say if 
there is a bad apple, get him 
out. The public deserves to have 
police officers they can trust 
That is their right and it is 
essential to the way our society 
works. . 

“If a cop messes up, he does 
not deserve any better treat 
ment by the law than anyone 
else, and perhaps the law should 
be stricter, since he was in a 
position of trust,” the captain 
added. 

“Some people say, ‘Everyone 
has his price.’ I don’t agree with 
that. I would agree everyone 
has his standards. It is the way 
we were raised and the things 
we have done and seen since 
then which determine our 
standards 

“When I see-people who break 
into a man’s home and steal his 
stereo, then take it to their 
home and enjoy it, it makes me 
sick. 

“They play that stereo, they 
get great ehjoyment from it, 
and then they go to bed and 
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sleep like babys. I can not un- 
derstand that type of mentality 
You can not understand that 
type of mentality. 

“If I had that stolen stereo in 
my home, I could not sleep. I 
could not turn it on, I could not 
even look at it without my 
stomach kind of turning over. 

“They do not see anything 
wrong with it. They really énjoy 
having that stereo and using it 
That fits within their standards 
and it is no big deal with them 

“That is why it is difficult to 
be a detective or a policeman. 
You try to talk with these 
people, get information from 
them and try to change them, 
and the whole time, you are not 
even speaking the same 
language,” Condis contended. 

He conceded, however, that 
not everyone fits into a “good 
guy” or “bad guy’’ category, 
explaining, ‘That's where 
standards come in. 

“My standards and yours are 
different. My standards and 
Richard Nixon's are different. I 
don’t think like... (a known 
hoodlum). There are good guys 
and bad guys and every shade 
in between. 

“Do you think you are better 
than someone else? You are 
darn right you are. No matter 
who you are, there are people 
who are worse than you and 
people who are better than you 
out there,"’ Condis stated. 

Traffic control was always a 
topic of interest to the retiring 
captain, who noted, "Everyone 
thinks he is a traffic engineer. 
Everyone on the streets can tell 
you exactly what needs to be 
done to make traffic flow better. 
The only problem is they can 
not agree.”” 

In 1965, he attended a traffic 
control school at Northwestern 
University in Evanston, Ill, and 
while in school there, he 
received word he had been 
promoted to lieutenant 

In October of that year, he 
was selected to head the newly- 
created traffic division of the 
Police Department

then, and he thought we had 
real traffic problems in this city 
and wanted a traffic division 
created, Due to my past interest 
in traffic control, I was asked if 
I wanted to head the division 
and I took it,’’ Condis recalls. 

“We started with myself, two 
motorcycle patrolmen and a 
traffic engineer and conducted 
studies and traffic counts. That 
is when all the stop signs started 
coming down so you could 
travel on through streets 
without stopping every block 

“] had a very controversial 
job. The public, the city council, 
the mayor and everybody had 
their own thoughts and did not 
particularly care for many of 
our thoughts. 

“We would do all the studies 
and gather all the information 
and then make our decisions by 
the book on what changes 
should be made to reduce ac- 
cidents and keep traffic flowing. 
‘Then we had to fight for every 
stop sign that needed taken 
down. It was a real challenge 

“Things are about as bad now 
as before we slarted the traffic 
department. Everyone is just 
throwing stop signs where they 
want without any reason or 
plan, It's a mess.” 

“There is a science to traffic. 
You study and collect data dnd 
then you use scientific methods 
to pinpoint your trouble areas 
and determine what should be 
done with them. 

We used to use selective 
enforcement. If people speeding 
into one intersection or running 
stop signs there. was causing 
accidents, we would station a 
squad car there from time to 
time and start issuing tickets. 
That always worked. 

“A shortage of manpower 
killed that. Manpower has 
always been a problem in this 
department. Officers are 
always going from one call to 
another and you do not have 
them available to use for 
anything but answering calls 
and complaints," he contended 

Condis recalled that one time 
while he was compiling ac- 
cident statistics for 20th Street 
and Madison Avenue he thought 
to himsel, “What would happen 
if you did not tow the wrecked 
cars from 20th and Madison 
What if you just pushed them to 
one side and let them pile up?” 

He said the thought intrigued 
him so he began keeping his 
own count. During the ygar 1966 
he marked down all one-car, 
two-car and multi-car accidents 
at that intersection 

“You know what I found? I 
found that if you just piled the 
cars up all year and did not tow 
them away, there would have 
been 1,300 cars piled up there by 
the end of 1966. It would be a 
heck of a pile. 

“We also started keeping 
statistics on how much money 
was being lost in auto accidents. 
We could determine the ap- 
proximate dollar value to fix 
each car in an accident and the 


state Supplied us with average 
dollar figures for different types 
of injury and fatal accidents 
and we kept track of each. ac- 
cident. 

“Tt came to millions of dollars 
each year, just in Granite City. 
That made me realize the 
importance of the job I was 
trying to do — improve traffic 
flow so the number of accidents 
could be reduced 

“That job and the one I have 
right now have been the biggest 
challenges | have ever had in 
my life 


Condis was promoted to 
Captain Feb. 5, 1974, and six 
days later was transferred to 
the detective division. 

“It’s a change. A real change 
Detective work today is an 
exact science and you have to 
keep up on changes in 
procedures if you want to get 
the criminal and conviet him 

“You could spend three 
months, day and night, and put 
in a lot of: overtime in- 
vestigating one murder or 
robbery and one goof could blow 
the whole case. 

“The only way to do the job is 
the long, time consuming way, 
so you do not overlook any of the 
little details," Condis contends. 

When a detective ‘‘goofs,” 
you have to stand behind him, is 
Condis’ theory. “‘He’s human. 
Back a man and he will doa hell 
of a job, because he wants to be 
a policeman. Whether he tends 
traffic meters or is a detective, 
he needs someone to keep 
people off his back if he is going 
to do a good job. * 

“Police have to make instant 
decisions and a lot of them are 
important. About 95 to 99 per 
cent of the time the decision is 
going to be the right one, but 
when a wrong one is made, you 
have to back him. That is my 
theory of being a supervisor,” 
he stated. 

‘The captain also said he-feels 
police are hindered in $heir 
work by recent court decisions. 
“I do not say the written law is 
our problem today. I think it is 
the interpretation of the law by 
the courts. 

“Some of the decisions which 
have been handed down make 
no sense. An example is the 
recent Illinois Supreme Court’s 
interpretation that drug in- 
fluence can be used as a defense 
for murder or armed robbery. 
Either is a class one felony with 
no probation. 

“The court acts as though we 
forced him to take the drugs. 
The entire act, from the time he 
takes the drugs to the time he 
commits the robbery is strictly 
voluntary,” the retiring captain 
stated, 

“The laws, as they are 
written, make sense. It all goes 
back to the Constitution and the 
Constitution is written so you 
can live peacefully in your own 
house and not live in fear. That 
is your right. 

“The only people now who use

their rights are the criminals, 
and they really stretch their 
rights. The criminal is the only 
one who screams for his rights 
How often have you had to 
demand your rights? Most of us 
never have. The criminal does 
constantly,” he contended. 

Commenting on what he feels 
are light sentences given to 
many criminals, Condis 
commented, “I do not know why 
the courts always start thinking 
at the minimum sentence and 
then possibly start thinking up, 
if there is a reason for a stiffer 
sentence. 

“T think the courts -should 
start thinking at the maximum 
sentence and then come down, if 
there is a good reason 

“In traffic school, we were 
taught that people will volun- 
tarily comply with the law if 
they know they will be caught 
and punished if they violate it. 
That is part of the problem 
today, 

“We picked up a 16-year-old 
one day who has a lengthy 
history of juvenile burglaries, 
here and in Chicago, and I was 
talking to him in the rear seat of 
the squad car. 

“I asked him — with his 
knowledge of the streets, crime 
and juvenile correctional An- 
stitutions — what he felt should 
be done to stop burglaries by 
juveniles. 

“His answer surprised me. 
He said the first time a juvenile 
is caught for burglary, he 
should be given six months in 
St. Charles. 

“He had been a burglar since 
age 12 and said it is too easy 
You know you have a few free 
rides. 

“He said every juvenile out 
there knows the first time you 


are caught for a burglary, you * 


are going to get probation and 
possibly even the second time. 

“His idea was to give the first 
offender a taste of jail. I per 
sonally think he was too harsh, 
put other juveniles have told me 
the same thing. 

“qT you had juveniles serving 
as judges in juvenile court, Tam 
sure they would be harsher on 
their own kind than the judges 
we have there now,” Condis 
stated. 

He added, “Do not be too 
harsh on the court system and 
the prosecutors. The courts 
have only a few people to handle 
thousands of cases and the 
state's attorney’s office has the 
same problem. 

“Deals have to be made to 
keep up with the cases. Money 
is a major problem in the state's 
attorney’s office. As soon as an 
attorney there gets a little 
experience, he leaves for 
private practice and you can not 
blame him. They get paid 
peanuts in the state’s attorney's 
office. 

“] would like to see them pay 
enough to the prosecuting at- 
torneys’ to keep them around. 
There have been some 
crackerjack attorneys in there 
who would work around-the- 
clock with us on a case and then 
would go into court and get a 


conviction, As soon as you get 
one like that, he leaves for more 
money. 

“If people want to reduce 
crime and see some of these 
criminals put away, they are 
going to have to be willing to put 
more money in the state's at- 
torney’s office and the courts,” 
he speculated. 

Condis said the life of a 
policeman is as hard on his 
family as on him, Long hours, 
danger, the period of ad- 
justment a policeman has to go 
through, all contribute to the 
problems. 

“Most jobs, you leave when 5 
o'clock comes and you are done 
until the next morning, This job 
goes home with you. It is on 
your mind constantly 

“When we are working on a 
major case, we put in long 
hours, grab'a few hours sleep 
and go back to work. When the 
Kube couple was murdered 
(Richard and Anna Kube who 
were murdered in their home 
March 4, 1976) and we had two 
other murder investigations 
going on simultaneously, the 
only time I saw my family for 
several weeks was when they 
were asleep. 

“My wife, Mildred, never 
complained. She never said a 
word.” 


aith,' retiring officer recalls 


Condis and his wife have two 
children, William Condis, 28, 
and Nikki, 18. In 1965, a son, 
Rick, died at age 12 of a birth 
defect. They also have a 
grartddaughter, Traci, Condis. 

“Tt takes a very. special 
family to put up with an officer. 
I am looking forward to spen- 
ding each day at home when I 
retire,” he stated. 


He also said he feels he will 
always be a policeman, even 
when retired, ‘And if I ever 
pick up a clue on the Kube 
murders (still unsolved), I will 
be running up here (the 
detective division) so fast it will 
just be a blur. 

“The Kube murders will 
always be on my mind. The 
detectives under me did a great 
job investigating that one, but 
every clue came out blank 

“T do want to commend the 
detectives for their work — Don 
Knight, Tony Eck, Bill Harris, 
Jim Lengyel and) Robert 
Asadorian — all did a great job. 
J know we are going to break 
that case some day. I am sure of 
it. 

“That is just one example of 
what I said earlier, You take 
this job home with you at the 
end of the day, even when you 
retire,” he concluded. A 


Health, home care aide 
training will continue 


Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville has been 
awarded a $43,476 grant by the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare for the 
support of a short-term training 
program for —_ personnel 
currently employed in the field 
of child and family services. 

The project is under the 
direction of Rowena Lutz, home 
economist in special programs, 
and will provide continuing 
financial support from July 1, 
1977 until June 30, 1978. This is 
the second year SIUE has 
received the grant. 

The program will be offered 
several times during the 1977-78 
academic year, with the first 
class beginning Aug. 30 and 
continuing through Oct. 14. A 
second class will start Oct. 24 
and continue through Dec. 11 
Other classes will be announced 
later. 

Sessions will meet Tuesdays 
through Fridays from 9 a.m. 
until 1:30 p.m. The initial 
meeting will be in Rodm 0224 of 
the John S. Rendleman 
Building. No tuition will be 
charged. 

The homemaker — home 
health care aide training 
program requires 120 hours of 
participation, including 66 
hours in the classroom, 24 hours 
of skills development under the 
supervision of a registered 
nurse and ‘economist, 20 hours 
of practicum and 10 hours of 
observation at a senior citizen 
retirement center or shelter 
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care home with other aides. 

Participants in the training 
program will examine the role 
of the homemaker-home health 
care aide and her relationship 
to the family. Children’s 
physical, intellectual and social 
development also will be 
discussed. Special emphasis 
will be placed on working with 
the family of a ‘‘battered 
child.” 

Recognition and treatment of 
physical illness in all members 
of the family will be studied, 
including the infant, young 
children and the aging. 

“A Special session will deal 
with identifying mental illness 
and finding assistance for the 
distressed family. 

‘A session will be held on 
recognition of cancer symptons, 
epileptic episodes, heart at- 
tacks and strokes, as well as 
working with the terminally ill. 

Another subject under 
discussion will be management 
of the home, including light 
housekeeping duties expected, 
use of household equipment, 
laundry care, marketing, and 
planning and preparing 
nutritious meals. 

Participants will learn how to 
implement the instructions of a 
doctor or nurse whenever 
necessary.

A new federal law that's 
expected to _ influence 
profoundly the future education 
of handicapped children con 
tains big implications for 
teachers and parents as well 
says State Superintendent of 
Education Joseph M. Cronin 

The measure, which becomes 
effective Oct. 1 is the 
Education of All Handicapped 
Children Act — PL (Public 
L 94-142 for short. It will be 

nistered in Illinois under 
the supervision of the State 
Board of Education. 

Supt. Cronin said, *'This law 

open the entire educational 
process to handicapped 
children. It will mean additional 
training for virtually all 
teachers. 

It also will give parents 
greater opportunities to par- 
ticipate in decisions affecting 
their children’s evaluations and 
placements 

Illinois already is largely in 
compliance with the law 
because of state special 
education statutes in effect 
since 1969 and because of the 
State Board of Education's 
strong commitment to 
programs for the handicapped 
Continued support by the board 
along with adequate state and 
federal funding will assure 100 
per cent compliance.” 

Generally, PL 94-142 seeks 
to insure that all children with 
any of kinds of 
physical mental 


several 
or 


disabilities have available to 
them a free appropriate 
public education and related 
services designed to meet 
their unique needs 

Of an estimated eight 

million handicepped children 
in the nation, according to one 
of the law's Congressional 
sponsors, more than half 
don’t receive adequate ser- 
vices, including one million 
excluded entirely from the 
public school system. 

Illinois currently serves about 
220,000 through programs that 
will be supported by $164 million 
in state funds during the 1977-78 
school year. The State Board 
had requested $183.2 million in 
funding 

Among the specific mandates 
of the law are several that in- 
volve teachers and parents 
directly 

One is the requirement for an 
individualized education 
program (IEP) for each han- 
dicapped child. 

Parents — the child as well, if 
appropriate — will meet with 
their child’s teacher and other 
local school personnel 

Together, they will develop a 
written IEP describing the 
child's performance level, 
stating annual goals and short- 
term objectives, indicating any 
specizlized services or 
materials to be provided and 
indicating the extent of par- 
ticipation in regular school 
programs.

are to be conducted at least 
annually. 

Although Illinois’ existing 
special education rules had 
already required a similar 
education plan, PL 94142 made 
it necessary for the Illinois 
Office of Education to devise 
methods for monitoring and 
evaluating the plans and for 
obtaining needed data. As a 
result, teachers may now need 
additional training to learn how 
to write the IEPs. 

Another mandate sure to 
affect teachers is ‘‘main- 
streaming,” the concept that 
handicapped and nonhan- 
dicapped children should be 
educated together to the 
maximum extent feasible. 

Only when the nature or 
severity of a child’s handicap 
interfers with learning in a 
regular classroom, the law 
says, should the child be placed 
ina special class or a separate 
school. 

The impact of the 
requirement will be to bring 
many teachers into contact with 
handicapped children for the 
first time. 

“Appropriate _ in-service 
training of teachers will be 
needed to insure a smooth in- 
tegration of students and 
consideration of the special 
needs of handicapped students; 
school administrators also are 
advised to familiarize them- 
selves with the philosophy of 
mainstreaming,” Dr. Cronin 
said. 

A third provision of the 
federal law that deals 
specifically with teachers and 
related staff members is one 
asking each state to prepare a 
comprehensive system of 
personnel development to 
assure that both professional 
and support personnel are 
trained in carrying out the 
purposes of the law 

The system would include 
both pre-service and in-service 
training of general and special 
education personnel alike. It 
would be expected to take ad- 
vantage of advances in teacher 
training, diagnostic procedures 
and instructional methods 

For parents of handicapped 
children, terms of PL 94-142 are 
generally accommodating. 

Not only will mothers and 
fathers — guardians, too — be 
able to participate more ac- 
tively in preparing their own 
children’s individual education 
plans, they will also be able to 
challenge any plan which they 
feel wouldn’t be carried out in 
the least restrictive en- 
vironment for the child. 

They are guaranteed full 
access to records about their 
child's indentification, 
evaluation and placement. 

If they believe an item of data 
from the child’s records is 
inaccurate, misleading or in 
violation of the child's rights, 
they can ask school officials to 
make the appropriate change. 
‘The law gives them the right to 
expect answers when they've 
requested explanations or in- 
terpretations of records. 

Parents not satisfied with a 
placement decision made in 
their child’s case can obtain an 
independent evaluation of the 
child and-or request a due 
process hearing in the matter. 
Decisions in local hearings may 
be appealed to the Illinois Office 
of Education and from there to 
a state or federal court 

In cases of any proposed 
changes or refusals to change 
the indentification, evaluation 
or placement of a child, parents 
must be given prior written 
notice. 

Most of all, PL 94-142 em- 
phasizes that the education of 
any handicapped child in 
whatever setting agreed upon 
must be at no cost to the parents 


300,000 
see new 
center 


The new St. Louis Gateway 
Convention and Exhibition 
Center was visited by ap 
proximately 300,000 people 
including many Quad-Cityans, 
during its 15-day ‘Meet Me in 
St. Louis’? grand opening 
festival which ended Sunday, 
Eugene L. Beckerle, center 
director, was announced. 

“Happily, the number of 
people who came to the con- 
vention center was more than 
we anticipated before the 
festival opened,’”’ Beckerle said. 

“Peak days were Saturdays 
and Sundays, when crowd 
estimates were from 35,000 to 
40,000 daily, Weekdays were 
surprisingly large, with at- 
tendance ranging each day 
from 10,000 to 15,000. On those 
days, the crowds swelled at 
lunch hours, when downtown 
workers stopped by for visits.” 

It was obvious from the many 
telephone calls to the con- 
vention center daily that many 
people were being selective 
about the day and time they 
were coming to the festival, 
Beckerle said. They wanted to 
know the entertainers ap- 
pearing that day, and which 
Missouri and Illinois cities were 
being saluted. 

Most of the visitors to the 
center, however, took several 
hours ‘to browse through the 
massive exhibition hall at their 
leisure, viewing exhibits and 
demonstrations, collecting free 
samples and souvenirs, and 
watching the entertainers on 
stage in the center of the hall 

They sampled 150 cases of 
catawba grape juice and 
loganberry juice, a ton of 
yogurt, 80,000 ounces of Praire 
Farm orange juice and tons of 
popcorn.

Visitors consumed 22,000 cups 
of root beer, 45,000 hot dogs, 
7,500 cups of iced tea and 25,000 
ice cream cones. 

In addition to the exhibition 
hall, Festival-goers continually 
filed through a room where 1904 
St Louis World's Fair 
memorabilia was displayed and 
a documentary movie on the 
Fair was shown several times 
daily. Works by 19 con- 
temporary artists on the second 
level of the convention center 
drew additional attention. 

The newness of the facility 
drew most people to the center, 
Beckerle said. He praised 
exhibitors, the cities and 
organizatons honored, and the 
hundreds of performers who 
donated their services.

To avoid the itchy “'scourge of 
summer,” it is not only helpful 
to learn what poison ivy looks 
like, but to learn what looks like 
poison ivy, according to Ranger 
Rick's Nature Magazine 


Why? Because poison ivy has 
several look-alikes, such as 
Virginia creeper and box elder 

If you learn what they look 
like, then it is easier to spot— 
and avoid—the ‘‘shady 
character’”’ that causes watery 
welts and great discomfort, the 
National Wildlife Federation 
monthly , publication for 
children advises. 

Poison ivy, which grows best 
in the shade and on moist 
ground, can be deceptive. 

It can have light green leaves 
or very dark green leaves 
(turning to yellow or red in the 
fall) and the leaves can be shiny 
or dull, with smooth or wavy 
edges.

“But,” says the Ranger Rick 
article, “poison ivy always has 
three leaflets, and its flowers 
and berries are always light 
green or dull white.” 

These characteristics 
distinguish it from the Virginia 
creeper, which always has five 
leaflets with jagged edges and 
whose berries are a bluish 
purple. 

‘They. also distinguish it from 
the box elder, although the 
leaves of the box elder are 
almost identical to those of 
poison ivy. Some small box 
elder leaves have only three 
leaflets, but “if the plant has 
some leaves with five leaflets, it 
is a box elder," according to 
Ranger Rick. 

‘Another clue: The box elder is 
a bush or small tree, never a 
vine like poison ivy, which 
creeps along the ground and 
sometimes climbs trees. 

The basic differences bet- 


ween poison ivy and its har- 
mless imitators are still 
summed up in the old jingle: 

“Leaflets three, let it be. 

“Berries red, never dread.” 

Is it possible to “get” poison 
ivy even if you memorize the 
jingle and don’t touch any 
“Jeaflets three’? 

Unfortunately, the answer is 
“yes,” according to Ranger 
Rick. 

Because the gummy oil found 
in all parts of the plant rubs off 
on anything that touches it, 
even in wintertime, it is possible 
to ‘go for a walk in the woods 
with your dog and come home 
safely enough, and then pick up 
the poison by patting you dog!”

At that time, largely through 
the efforts of State Rep 
Nicholas Zagone, D-Chicago, 
questioning was confined 
mainly to requests for 
recommendations from the 
levee board representatives 

That hearing ended with levee 
officials requesting a series of 
bills increasing the availability 
of bond funds. 

Sen. Graham took over most 
of the questioning Friday, 
however, and went more ex- 
tensively into facts surrounding 
levee district bond issues, 
employment procedures and 
other operational factors, ob- 
taining from several witnesses 
that the district be 

be completely 

or divided as to 
Madison and St. Clair county in 
voting ob boundaries. 

Other major developments 
resulting from the Friday 
hearing included: 

1. Lawrence Tolar, president 
of the levee board, admitted an

John R. Henn executive 
secretary of the St. Clair County 
Taxpayers Association, told the 
commission that for 17 years he 
had attended each annual 
meeting of the levee district, 
had made recommendations for 
economies and that ‘for each 
and every one of those 17 years I 
struck out 

3. Donald Partney Sr., mayor- 
elect of Granite City, suggested 
to the commission the 
possibility of splitting the 
Madison and St. Clair county 
areas of the levee district for 
the handling of a vast hillside 
drainage project, with each 
area conducting its own 
referendum on a bond issue for 
its share of the cost and the 
overall project administered by 
a separate agency, possibly the 
U.S. Army Engineers. 

4. Sen. Graham said the 
commission is at an impasse on 
$3 million which the levee 
district seeks as its share to 
obtain federal taxes for hillside 
drainage 

He noted witnesses’ doubt of 
referendum approval for a bond 
issue and the likelihood that the 
legislature will not make an 
outright appropriation for such 
a purpose. 

First witness was Mayor 
Alvin G. Fields of East St. 
Louis, dominant levee area 
political figure, who was 
questioned briefly on legislation 
requested by the levee trustees, 
including the lifting of a bagon 
issuing general obligation bonds 
without referendum approval. 

Levee board links with the 
East St. Louis political machine 
were established in the 
questioning. 

Fields recommended lifting 
the referendum requirement “if 
there are specific projects. to do 
and that is the only waysto do 
it.” 

Fields, who was a member of 
the levee Uistrict board 18 years 
before becoming mayor of East 
St. Louis said the hillside 
drainage project is the most 
critical problem now con- 
fronting the entire area. 

Mr. Partney, who had been 
invited by the commission to 
speak for Granite City, took the 
opposite stand. He said that ‘“‘we 
favor referendums. 

“We have been turned down 


on some and we have passed 
others, If we feel it is something 
that is needed and the people 
feel it should be done, it (the 
referendum) will be approved." 

In response to a question by 
Graham, Partney said the 
Quad-City area “would like 
very much” division of voting, 
with only the Madison County 
area voting on two of the five 
members on the board. ‘Until 
lately,” he pointed out, “we 
didn’t have any representation 
at all.” 

Mayor-elect Partney said that 
he didn’t believe the levee 
district could pass any kind of a 
bond issue in the Madison 
County area, and that he 
believed a separation of the 
district for handling the hillside 
drainage project would be 
better, with the Madison County 
area handling its own financing. 

The mayor-elect told the 
commission that the Quad-City 
area pays considerable taxes to 
the levee district and ‘‘we don’t 
feel that we have had a fair 
return.” 

He quoted tax, rates for 
Granite City and the Townships 
of Nameoki, Venice and 
Chouteau showing a com- 
parison of rates extended by 
local agencies with that of the 
levee district. 

He noted that the levee rate is 
over half that of the City of 
Granite City. 

Zagone asked Mr. Partney if 
the people of Madison County 
turned down approval of a bond 
issue for its share of a hillside 
drainageproject, ‘would you 
then be in favor of lifting the 
referendum requirement?” 

Partney said he would not. 

“You mean even though you 
think the project is necessary 
you -wouldn’t take off the 
referendum ban?” Zagone 
asked. 

“Not if the people had voted it 
down,” Partney replied. 

Mayors Stephen Maeras of 
Madison and Dr. John E. Lee of 
Venice had been invited to 
attend the session to testify, but 
neither appeared. Sen. Graham 
read into the record the notation 
that neither mayor responded to 
the invitation. 

William F. Winter, associate 
editor of the Press-Record, and 
William Boyne, editor of the 
Metro-East Journal of East St. 
Louis, were called as witnesses 
to testify as to public opinion 
concerning the levee district — 
they said the levee board image 
is poor due to disregard of 


retirement age below that of 70 
years. 

Ona television program, 
Marshall pointed out the loss of 
productivity from-older people 
because of forced retirement at 
an earlier age and the economic 
and emotional loss to the in- 
dividuals.

It is far easier for executives 
to put up with what may be 
inefficiencies and a slowdown in 
productivity among older 
employes if that 65 retirement 
age is not far away. But this is 
no substitute for sound 
retirement plans within in- 
dustry, and good com- 
munications between employer 
and employe 

Using a law as an out is not 
generally successful in the long 
run. 

Another, more far-reaching, 
reason for the mandatory 
retirement age has been to open 
opportunities for younger 
people, especially at a time of 
no-growth in the economy 

Marshall obviously was 
thinking of this when he said 
eliminating a mandatory 
retirement age ‘might create 
some problems. ..If we have a 
full-employment economy 


older. 

And in some areas there seem 
to be more new ideas coming 
from people on the edge of 
retirement and somewhat safe 
in their current positions than 
from the eager young who don’t 
dare to stray from the norm. 

There have been a number of 
extremely active and 
productive men and women, 
even into their 90s, in almost all 
fields, including industry, 
science and the arts. 

In addition, many people have 
probed new areas of activity in 
middle life or later and they 
shouldn’t be cut off at a low and 
arbitrary age. 

Studies have indicated that 
men, in particular, tend to 
decline physically and 
emotionally when forced to 
retire. The same is likely to be 
true in the future for women as 
more enter the labor market. 

Employment responsibilities 
late in life should probably 
gradually be cut back, with 
more time and emphasis upon 
secondary interests and the 
always important volunteer 
community projects in need of 
assistance

As the nation’s largest 
organization of privately- 
practicing doctors we testified 
before the Kennedy Senate

The Consumer Price Index 
shows that the blowup in

The second cover-up is the 
rising cost of the un- 
conscionable Health Education 
and Welfare rationing 
programs that are not only 


driving up costs, but denying or 
limiting services to the sick. 

The bureaucracy has imposed 
utilization committees, health 
planning agencies ani 
reviews — government 
employed physician rationing 
committees which are 
denying modern equipment and 
the expansion necessary to 
medical progress.

If the government is truly 
interested in lowering hospital 
co: it must dismantle the 
overregulation causing the

The cost of the rationing 
committees called PSROs 
would more than pay for the 
medical equipment denied, 
such as rationing of the new 
and revolutionary x-ray 
diagnostic machines commonly 
known as CAT scanners.

Our wide-ranging discussion 
also touched on White» House 
staff operating methods, Social 
Security financing, energy 
policy, regulatory reform and 
undocumented aliens 

I will report today Mr 
Eizenstat’s comments on 
welfare reform, which were 
among the most detailed he 
made 

Q. Tell us-a little more about 
the Administration’s objectives 
in welfare reform 

A. Our objectives, first of all, 
are to try to handle the crazy 
quilt of regulations and dif- 
ferences from state to state. 

‘The uniform payments, for 
example, to be financed par- 
tially by the states and partially 
by the federal government 
would be an enormous benefit 
over the current differences 
between states 


For example, Hawaii pays 
almost $7,000 for a family of 
four on AFDC (aid to families 
with dependent children) 
Mississippi pays in the $1,500 
range 

‘Those types of disparities are 
really not conducive to the type 
of situation we'd like to have in 
this country. 

So, uniformity is one. Sim- 
plicity is a second, because in 
our review of the welfare 
programs we have found that 
food stamps, AFDC, Medcaid 
and SSI | (supplementary 
security income) each has 
different eligibility standards. 
Some people qualify for some, 
and some for another. 

Q. That’s an important point. 
When you talk about welfare 
reform, you're talking about all 
of those? 

A. That's correct. 

Q. Plus unemployment 
compensation perhaps? 

A. Toa degree, but mostly the 
ones that I’ve just mentioned. 
We'd like to build in uniform 
eligibility standards. 

A third thing that we would 
like to do is to put those people 
who are on welfare and are able 
to work, so that it would never 
be more attractive and more 
financially beneficial to stay on 
welfare than it would be to 
work. 

We want people to have an 
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incentive to work, and we've 
geared a system with our 
benefit reductioris so that this 
can occur. 

And then the last goal of our 
welfare system is a goal that 
attempts to achieve a job for as 
many people as possible, but 
that stresses private em- 
ployment through a formula 
that we have devised. 

The formula will make it 
more attractive to go into 
private jobs than to take public 
jobs, so that there will always 
be a positive incentive to move 
from the public service job into 
private sector work, where the 
real permanent jobs that we 
want to create exist. 

Q. Those incentives don’t 
seem to be here today 

A. They are not. In fact, just 
to the contrary. 

Indeed, one of the additional 
goals that I might mention in 
the welfare area is the goal of 
keeping families intact. 

‘There is currently a disin- 
centive in that regard in many 
states. Fathers are often en- 
couraged to leave their homes 
so that their families can get 
increased benefits 

So there are all sorts of im- 
proper disincentives to family 
stability to work, to private 
sector jobs in the existing 
system, and this is what we're 
trying to alleviate.

occasional branch. This may 
not injure the tree very much 
but it reduces it ornamental 
value.

Madison County has been 
presented 1977 achievement 
awards at .the 42nd annual 
conference of the National 
Association of Counties 
(NACo). 

‘The annual awards are given 
to counties which have been 
specially honored for out- 
standing service to citizens and 
for innovative programs 
leading to more efficient, 
modern county government. 

Madison County received 
awards for its Work Task Force 
Program, Restoration of 
Courthouse Lobby, County 
Road Reference Project and 
Access Ramp for the Han- 
dicapped. 

Work Task Force Program — 
The Madison County Con- 
sortium, funded under the 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA), 
created a Work Task Force. The 
Task Force operated as a 
mobile work unit, performing 
public service maintenance 
operations for units of local 
government, non-profit 
organizations and civic groups 


Units of local-level govern- 
ment found it necessary to 
reduce services to local 
residents due to economic 
depression. The Task Force was 
created to assist these units 
with a readily available and 
mobile work unit. The Office of 
Manpower Development and its 
Manpower Advisory Council 
are responsible for the program 
development. 

Restoraton of Courthouse 
Lobby The lobby of the 
Madison County Courthouse 
was transformed from an un- 
sightly concession stand area 
into one dedicated to presenting 
the history and ac- 
complishments of the county. 

The restoration became the 
USS. Bicentennial project of the 
Madison County government. It 
was financed by the Illinois 
Bicentennial Program, with 
matching funds from the 


county, and by private and 
university donations. 

The county plans for the lobby 
to be an active exhibit by 
restoring additional com- 
memorative plaques and by 
rotating exhibits with the 
Madison County Museum. 

County Road Reference 
Project — Road identification in 
local area is regarded by NACo 
as important. Once streets and 
roads in counties and townships 
are provided with name signs, 
police and fire departments can 
respond more readily, accident 
reports become more in- 
formative and, in addition, local 
residents can find their way 
about the area much more 
effectively. 

Madison County has set up a 
system which has several 
benefits in addition to those 
above. 

Tt has made use of a county 
sheltered workshop for the 
handicapped to manufacture 
the road signs. This is reported 
to be so successful that it is 
considered a model for similar 
Illinois projects. 

The identification has also 
provided the county, for the 
first time, with a road reference 
guide, with maps showing the 
roads and their names in the 
county. 

Access Ramp for the Han- 
dicapped — Madison County 
cares about its elderly and 
handicapped and is working 
toward removing architectural 
barriers at the courthouse, 
NACo concluded. 

The County Board deter- 
mined the need in November 
1974. It appropriated the funds, 
and the ramp entrance was 
constructed at a cost of $34,847. 

Plans are to make the 
courthouse more barrier-free 
by widening the bathroom 
facilities. The Alton City Hall 
has already followed Madison 
County's example. 

NACo is the national 
spokesman for county govern- 
ment in the United States. 


$276,200 to BAC for 
senior citizen jobs 


Congressman Melvin Price 
(Dem., 23rd Illinois) this week 
announced that a $276,200 
contract has been awarded to 
Belleville Area College by the 
National Council of Senior 
Citizens. 

The grant will enable 
Belleville Area College to 
employ 60 low-income older 
workers known as senior aides 
to serve in part-time com- 
munity service jobs in the area. 

BAC will administer the Title 
IX ‘project under the Older 
Americans Comprehensive 
Services Amendments of 1975, 
on behalf of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor. The contract 
will run from July 1, 1977, until 
June 30, 1978. 

Working solely for public 
agencies and private nonprofit 
organizations Senior aides will 
extend and expand needed 
social services. 

Belleville Area College will be 
responsible for administering 
the project and providing 
$26,720 of the project costs in the 
form of administrative per- 
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sonnel office space and other 
expenses. All federal money 
will go directly to the senior 
aides as wages and fringe 
benefits. 

The 3,500,000 member 
National Council of Senior 
Citizens has been administering 
Senior Aides programs since 
1968. Senior aides programs will 

be operating in 108 com- 
munities throughout the United 
States with over ~6,900 in- 
dividuals, 55 years of age and 
over, participating, 

‘All senior aides must have 
incomes below the federal 
poverty level. The aides work 20 
hours per week in the program.

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Gas from silage can be fatal

In the next few weeks, many 
farmers in Madison County will 
be filling silos. It is important 
that farmers are aware of the 
dangers of a newly-filled silo. 

Newly cut silage gives off 
nitrogen dioxide which is a 
yellow-brown colored gas. 
Inhaling nitrogen dioxide can be 
fatal. The respiratory problems 
caused from nitrogen dioxide is 
known as “Silo Fillers 
Disease.” 

Silo gas smells like laundry 
bleach. Because it is heavier 
than air, the gas lays on top of 
silage and settles down through 
the chute. Silo gas often con- 
centrates in the silo room and 
moves into the barn where it 
leaves a yellow stain on 
materials it contacts. Dead 
birds and small animals are an 
indication gases are at a 
dangerous level 


The greatest danger is during 
the first 60 hours after filling 
Gas has been detected in 
dangerous quantities up to one 
year after filling in some cases. 

Farmers should not enter a 
silo until 10 days after filling is 
completed since nitrogen 
dioxide fumes are produced 
during the first 19 days. Be sure 
to run the blower 15 to 20 
minutes before entering the 


silo.

during extended periods of 
exposure to the sun. 

The notion that individuals 
sunburn faster on hazy days or 
when the sky overcast is a 
common myth. Actually, haze 
and clouds tend to scatter the 
sun’s ultraviolet radiation, 
slowing down the sunburning 
process. 

What probably accounts for 
the popularity of the myth is 
that the lack of direct heat and 
light encourages people to stay 
out longer on days when the sun 
is partly obscured. 

Some suntan products 
claimed to produce a 
even indoors. 

A color additive — 
dihydroxyacetone — stains the 
skin, producing an effect that 
may bear little resemblance to 
a tan resulting from exposure to 
the sun. 

An important point to 
remember is that unless such 
staining preparations contain a 
screen agent, they do not 
provide protection from sun- 
burn. 

Even while using an umbrella 
at the beach or poolside, it is 
possible to experience a painful 
sunburn, 

Invisible ultraviolet rays are 
the culprits that cause sunburn. 

These rays reflect from 
particles in the air, from con- 
crete, tile, sand and shiny 
metals, making sunburn a 
distinct’ possibility even while 
one is sitting outdoors in the 
shade 

To make matters worse, the 
heating rays of the sun, which 
generally warn us of overex. 
posure, are substantially 
reduced in the shade 
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to be a problem in soybeans 

since it requires a heavy 

population over the entire field 

to cause damage. This pest is 

normally a ‘problem in the 

greenhouse and not in soybeans.

LeRoy Biehl, University of 
Illinois Extension swine 
veterinarian, reports swine 
death losses from acute 
erysipelas have been increasing 
this summer in Illinois. 

Hogs suffering acute 
erysipelas will go off feed and 
may be visibly sick, showing 
signs of depression, stiffness 
and fever. Other pigs may 
appear normal, yet run a 106 
degree F fever. The disease 
may appear suddenly, killing 
one or more pigs. 

The rise in cases of erysipelas 
is not known. Infected herds are 
usually dirt-lot or pasture- 
raised. The — erysipelas 
organism can exist in these type 
conditions for several years. 

Swine producers with an 
erysipelas - problem should 
consult their veterinarian. 

Biehl reports there are 
several vaccines available 
including a killed bacterin, a 
modified live vaccine and an 
oral vaccine. The type of swine 
operation and consideration of 
vaccine effectiveness in the 
area determines which vaccine 
to use.

Honey bee colonies can be 
seriously damaged from in- 
secticides unless the beekeeper 
and farmer work together to 
reduce the rjsk. 

Here are?some steps both 
parties can follow to reduce risk 
to bee hives. 

Beekeepers should notify 
farmers of the location of their 
hives and ask about planned 
spray programs 

Farmers should alert 
beekeepers in their area about 
48 hours ahead of spray 
operations. Commercial ap- 
plicators should remind their 
farm customers to alert the 
beekeepers. If a farmer 
suspects a beekeeper is located 
in his neighborhood but doesn't 
know who he is, a list of 
beekeepers can be checked at 
the County Extension office. 

Insecticides should be applied 
in early morning or early 
evening hours when fewer bees 
are out and when winds are 
calm. The latter helps reduce 
drift. 

Beekeepers should consider 
moving colonies to a safe 
location or covering them 
during insecticide applications. 
Covering the hives with dark 
plastic or burlap will give some 
protection

Older people and other 
community representatives 
take an active role in the 
Institute by serving on advisory 
boards. In some cases, classes 


are taught by retired educators 
in the community, Fisher said. 

Courses are minimally- 
priced, non-graded, and offered 
during daytime hours at con- 
venient locations for the older 
people. 

The Institute will be offering 
classes in at least four, and 
perhaps five, _ locations 
beginning in October, Fisher 
said. The locations include: 
Alton, Edwardsville, Granite 
City,’ Madison and’ perhaps, 
Waterloo. 

Courses are being chosen to 
meet the needs of older 
Americans in the area. The 
classes will be open to people of 
all ages, but they will be 
designed primarily for people 
aged 55 and up. “We are 
prepared to offer classes in 
whatever subjects they want,” 
Fisher said 

For example, one chapter of 
senior citizens has requested a 
course in ballroom dancing. The 
seniors hold their regular 
meetings on Thursdays and 
would like to arrange a course 
that would meet directly after 
the meetings. 

“Twenty per cent of the 
questionnaires that were 
returned were completed by 
people over 70 years old. I think 
it is delightful there are people 
of that age group alert and 
active enough to want to learn,”
